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VII. An Account of a Stone found in the Sto¬ 
mach of a Lady on DiJfeSlion , another in 
the left Kidney , and fome fmaller ones in the 
Gall-Bladder. By Mr. William Clerk, Sur¬ 
geon. Communicated by Dr* Charles Fre- 
fton. 


I N the year 1690. having the Curiofity to vifit the 
Mineral Wells, called Moffet Wells , in the County 
of Amandale in Scotland , 1 had there an occafion of 
Differing a Lady who had been drinking of the Wa¬ 
ters, by advice of her Phyficians, for a Diftemper In 
her Stomach, viz. a continual Vomiting, as alio for 
the Dolor Nephriticus; How long fte had been trou* 
bled with thefe Diflempers, or what time lhe continued 
to drink or the Waters I had no account; only this I 
know, Ihe dyed in a fit of Vomiting, the reafon 
whereof feems to be plain and obvious ; for upon dif¬ 
fering the Stomach, 1 found a Stone of the bignefs and 
form as in fig. 1. the corner a. was almoft fixed in the 
Pylorus , fo that the pafTage from the Stomach to the in- 
teftines was near quite ihut up. The fubftance of this 
Stone is a little Spongy, weighing about eight Drams 
and an half On DifledHon of the left Kidney, I found 
alfo a Stone of the fame Subftance and form, as repre¬ 
sented in/g. v. weighing about five Drams, and in the 
Gall Bladder I found feveral Stones,as reprefented in /fg.j. 
weighing two Drams. 

That Stones daily generate in tke Vefica Zfrinaria ,, 
Reins and Vefnula fellis , is a thing very ordinary and 
common , but that Stones fhould be bred in- the Sto¬ 
mach 
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rnach of a human Body, is not Co very common - 
However, it feems they have been produced by the 
fame common Caufe and petrefying Matter. But I 
am apt to believe (ome extraneous body has given ori- 
gine to that of the Stomach, as it happens frequently 
even in thofe extrafted from the Veftca Vrinaria. 
Monfteur Tolet in his Treatife of Lithotomy , relates a 
Story of a Soldier that was cut for the Stone, and an 
Iron Tag taken out of it, Paraus, lib. 2y. chap. iy. re¬ 
ports the like. Hildanus de LithiafiCh.g. col.z. writes 
that a Geneva Man dying after twenty eight years com¬ 
plaint of Gravel, on difleftion they found a Stone 
whereof a Leaden Bullet was the Kernel, which he had 
received by a Musket Shot, fofeph Cavillart t O bf.viij. 
relates a parallel Cafe. 

Stones generated in the Stomach excite horrid pains, 
but there are fcarce any clear ftgns by which they, can be 
diftinguifhed from others, except the continuance of the 
pain ; fometimes they are ejeiltd by Vomit ; but we 
have a mod notablednftanceof Stones adherent to the 
bottom of the Stomach, in Horftius, lib. Inft. p. iqz. 
viz. Religiofus quidam nobilis or dims Sanfti Benedifti 
Monafterti campidonenfis cuftos feptem circiter aHnos per 
Intervalla miris modis confliftatur cum morbis & prater 
Ceteras res fapitu.de dolorecirca regionem Cartiiaginis en- 
fjformis conquerehatur , poft mortem apertus fait & ventri - 
ado D’jjeiioplures quam triginta calculos nunc majores nunc 
minores fundo acjubftantia ventriculi pertinacijftme adh-e • 
rentes cum maxima adft ant turn admiratione extraxit. That 
feveral extraneous Bodies are oft-times found in the Sto¬ 
mach, being fwallowed over, either wilfully or by acci¬ 
dent,* We have the Authority of Se.nner. lib. prax. 3. 
par. z. Jer. 1. cap , XV. prime enim com pert um eft nummos, 
globules plumbeos, clavos , mucrones gladiorum & Cultro - 
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rum,, gemmas, met alia, & alia , deglut it a fuijje , quorum 
hijlorias varias collegit Schenkius, lib. 3. obf. 2, 3* 4, 

feq. 

Secundo varia & monflrofa fape in ventriculo genita 
aut quocunque mo do pro dud a G? vomitu rejeda fuijfe ob- 
fervatum eft tefie Forrejlo, & aliis quamplurmis. La pi- 
dis etiam ovi gallinacei magnitudineibidem getterariSchenk. 
lib . }. obf. 9. capillorum veluti glomos , vomitu re)edos 
fuijje refert Monardes, lib.]. De Hijl. jtmpl. med. & no - 
tab tin , fed certa eft Hiftoria de ext rations cultri ex 
ventriculo, & vulmts idonies medicamenth fanatum <eger- 
que vivus eva fit. 

And among!! the Rarities in the Anatomy Hall at 
Leyden, there is preferved a Knife ten Inches in length, 
which was cut out of a Peafants Stomach, and he lived 
eight years after. It has been of a long time the re¬ 
ceived Opinion of Phyficians r that Wounds in the Sto¬ 
mach were mortal, but we have alfb a late inftance of 
the contrary, Philo/. Tranf. Numb.219. 

It were eafy to give a number of freih inftances of the 
fwaliowing down of Money, &c. and there are lome 
late Accounts in philof. Tranf. but there is a Gentleman 
one Mr .Cameron, an Ep.fcopa! Divine, who fome years 
ago in a frolick fwallowed half a Crown, who is alive 
to this Day , and finds no great Inconveniency there¬ 
by. 

That Stones are not only formed in the Stomach, ve- 
fica urinaria, Reins and veficula fellis, but alfo in all o- 
ther parts of the Body, is without all controverfy con¬ 
firmed by manifold Obfervations and Experience, for 
Stones in the Br ain 9 vide Philofoph Tranf ad. Numb.228. 
Stones cut out of the Kidnies, Numb. 233. Stones in 
the Ureters and Kidnies, Numb. 233. Stone as big as 
an Hens Egg in the Gall Bladder, Numb. 233'. Stone 
bred at the root of the Tongue, Numb. 247. Tulpius 
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inhis obf. Med. lib. z. cap. zq. has thefc words, Caku- 
hmubivis Locorum in homine reperiri cert urn efl. Vidit eum 
ex utero erumpere H'tpp. ex pulmone Galenas , ex capite 
Holler ins, ab InteftinisTrincaveUius ex Liene acfellis vtf- 
cicula ut alii, fic nos , ex Lingua ac colli glandulis, fed cal - 
culum qui in arteriis Invenerit equidem hattenus invent 
neminem , Vara;us , lib. zq. ch. 15-. fays, he took one 
from a Man’s Knee. Hor/l. lib. obf. 4. pag. 249. men¬ 
tions one who voided Two hundred thirty three Stones 
per Annum, and another that voided One hundred and 
fifty: Page iqo. relates a cafe where Two hundred 
Were taken out of the Gall Bladder, fome quadrangular 
and of a brown and yellow colour ; but that which 
is more ftrange is, that Stones fhould be found even in 
the 'Heart it ftif Uorft. lib. 4. cap. zq. Quodque nota- 
tu dignum circa valval a; dextri ventriculi calculum ex 
tartaro concretum inftar minor is caflane.e metis ccrnprej/ioris 
Membramftz valvularum Jubflant'ue adnatum confpicitur, 
pag. 25-3. Hifloria medico rara& cbfervaUi baud indig- 
na de calculo, viz. Magnitudine metis caflanes minor is, 
poft continuum capitis dolorem b naribus per palatum rele¬ 
ct 0. For Stones found in angulis oculorum, vide Platerum t 
page 90 6. Ch. xv. aliquando emunltione calculum excre¬ 
turn vidimus, ex putt tone cum tuft cal ados re jell os fit -- 
i/Je non folum ego fed & alii obfervarmt; ex ore quoque 
alii calculi aliquando prodie runt, veluti e Lingua tumor e. 
Jicut aliqui notarunt: per anum calculum Scyballi formam 
exprimentem redditum domi quoque afferyamus, aliumque 
qui ex equi alvo prodiit in partu fa turn Lapidefcentem 
feu petrofum exclufum a mat refe vidiffe medicos quid am no - 
flri feculi darns mihi narravit , idemque feripto publico 
t efl at us eft. Cutis poros tophuli exigui innafcuntur inde¬ 
que eximuntur per aperturas , fponte vel fellione /alias, 
tophi 'e nod is podagricorum plures Jkpenumero prodie runt. 
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Thofe Stones in the Nerves, are tamed by Fadut M* 
gineta ,Nodof<ce nervorum concretiones. 

Now that Stones are generated in ail parts of the Bo¬ 
dy, is almoft clear to a Demonstration, confirmed by 
fo many observations of credible Perfons, but more or¬ 
dinarily are formed in the Kidnics, and Vefica Vrinaria, 
becaufe more properly defiga’d to Separate and contain 
the ferum of the Blood, and tor that reafon Stones in the 
Reins, and vefica urinaria, are more troubiefome to 
Perfons afflicted therewith, then in any other part of 
the Body ; Qi.) Becaufe the parts are more (enfible ; 
(i.) BecauSe they Slop the paSTage for evacuating the 
Serum, that is continually Separating from the Blood, 
and by confluence diftend the Vefle Is, and So caufe hor¬ 
rid pains. 

As for the Figures and bignels of thofe Stones, that is 
a thing very uncertain, for they are found of all 
Forms and Shapes, fome bigger, fome lefs; feme of 
a prodigious bigneSs, for which vide Philojoph. Tranfath 
Numb.2r2. and Tolet's Treatife of Lithotomy. 

Stones are not only found in Human Bodies, but alfo 
in Several parts of other Animals, as Bezoar Stone found 
in the Stomach of a kind of Goat in both Indies, as 
alfo in the Stomach of Monkies (which is eSkemed the 
beft:) There is alfo a kind of Bezoar called Cow Bezoar , 
found in the Stomach of a Cow. Hippolithus found in. 
the Stomach of HorSes, /.Egagropila , in the Capra Al • 
pina.&c. it were needlefs to mention any more, thefe In¬ 
stances being fufficient. 

The Writers of the Materia Medica aferibe great vir¬ 
tues to theSe Stones, and particularly the Bezoar, and 
have wrote large Encnriums upon them, to whom I re* 
fer. But if Phyficians would confider ferioufly the true 
worth of them, and virtue in the Cure of Difeafes, they 
would find, that their vertue proceeds more hem their 
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being brought from a foreign Country, and a common 
vogue and efteem they have got in the Wodd,.thcn from 
any intrinftek veriue they have in the cure of Difea&s j 
and that whjch feenis moll to recommend them is their 
extravagant Price : Whereas we can name twenty Me¬ 
dicines in the Materia Medica, that each of them is as 
effectual, if not more, in the Cure of Difea&s, and to 
be procured at lefs Charges. 


VHL Fart of a Letter fh?;* Mr, Bufliere to 
Dr, Sloane, wherein he gives an Account of 
the new way of Cutting for the Stone by the 
Hermit , with his Opinion of it, 

H Ere is the Defen'ption of the way of performing 
the Operation, for the extraction of the Stone out 
of the Bladder, by Brother James an Hermit in France, 
as I received it from Paris. 

He maketh ufe of a Steel Staff, much bigger and 
fhorter than thofe which are commonly made uleof; 
it is Alerter from the top to the bending of it, it bends 
more than ours, he hath but two, one for Men and ano¬ 
ther for Children. 

His Condu&or is flender and longer than ours, the 
point .whereof, which goes into the Bladder, being of 
the Figure of a Lozenge, is wide and open in the extre¬ 
mity. 

His Forceps have longer brandies than ours; but the 
holds of them are fhorter and wider, with many lame 
Teeth within.
